On May 9, 1962, a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (nRP) is an anti-Semitic^ anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro and neo-Pascist-organization, with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It v;as 
founded in 19^9 Dy James H. Madole, who is in complete 
control of the Party.

An article 
in the November 26, 1957^ issue of the "Greenville Piedmont", 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported that a 
"Ku Klux Klan spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White party". According to the article, the party was formied

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKl'/ELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held an organiza- 
tional meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (WUPENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959. 


Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
VJUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States v;ould be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of the 
program of the WUPENS Stating that he expects to become 
President of the United States through the organization's 
platform. The main tenets of the VRJFENS, as reflected in 
the program, call for the migration of Negroes to Africa 
and the trial and execution of all Jews guilty of Communist 
and Zionist treason. ‘

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked the 
charter of the American Nazi Party. 

On September 20, 1962, the State Corporation Commission 
of Virginia issued a charter for a "George Lincoln Rpckwell Party’/. 
The second source mentioned above advised on September. 24, 1962 
that ROCKWELL will continue xo carry on his activiti'ps, using the 
name American Nazi Party merely to be able to do business , 
aS a corporation.

The main activity of the ANP in Washington, D, C,, 
consists of picketing with placards which contain anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro remarks.

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS ivould be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
knoTO as the American Party of the WUFENS.

Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization’s platform.
